DETAILED ACTION 

Response to After-Final 

Claims 80, 84, 87, 89, and 91 have been cancelled. Applicants have amended each of the 
independent claims to include the subject matter of dependent claims 80, 84, 87, 89, and 91 since 
they were objected to as being allowable. Thus, this application is in condition for allowance for 
the reasons shown below. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

The terminal disclaimer filed on 2/1 1/2009 disclaiming the terminal portion of any patent 
granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of US Patent No. 
7,346,928 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 76-79, 81-83, 85-86, 88, 90, and 92-95 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The above mentioned 
claims are allowable over the prior arts because the CPA (Cited Prior Arts) of record taken singly 
or in combination fail to anticipate or render obvious the specific added limitations, as recited in 
independent claims 76, 82, 86, 88, 90 and subsequent dependent claims. 

The CPA does not teach or suggest a method of selecting a processing device from a 
clustered group of processing devices (based on restriction criteria and performance criterion) to 
perform an operation on an object stored at the server, wherein the operation is chosen from the 
set of operations consisting of virus scanning, data decompression, data encryption, and data

compaction. The CPA further fails to teach or suggest that the operation chosen from the group 
consisting of virus scanning, data decompression, data encryption, and data compaction is 
performed even while another client has a lock on the object. Finally, based on the 
determination resulting from the operation being performed, access is allowed conditionally. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
